2. The purpose of this memorandum is to provide disposition instructions for the Army's 
previously procurred 40 Gas Micro Air Vehicle (G-MAV) Block III systems and 
associated equipment which consists of two air vehicles, one ground control station, 
ground Auxiliary Equipment, two custom soft MOLLE back packs, and four equipment 
hard case shipping containers per system. This action is in accordance with the listed 
references above. 

3. Program Manager (PM) Unmanned Aerial System (UAS) is authorized to transfer all 
G-MAV systems and associated equipment in accordance with reference 4 below. 

a. PM UAS will coordinate, inventory and prepare equipment for shipment to 
receiving agencies. 

b. PM UAS will transfer 18 Block III systems to HQ ACC/A7XE and HQ 
AFCESA/CEXD to be used as a potential capability enhancement to support the AF

c. PM UAS will transfer the remaining 22 Biock fll systems to the Department of 
Interior to assist in providing access to unique sensor packages and supports for their 
emerging concept of a family of systems. By using a few systems of record, they can 
minimize the training, vehicle inspections and operator certification investments that the 
DOi would need to devote to their UAS fleet, 

4. The following provides specific information on the transfer of the G-MAV and 
associated equipment and constitutes the initial disposition instructions. PM UAS will 
be the disposition authority for the UAS and associated equipment. These instructions 
are in effect upon receipt and until superseded. 

a. PM UAS personnel will ensure that all required security measures have been 
taken prior to transfer. 

b. PM UAS personnel will ensure that all required supply documentation is updated 
for this action, as required, A joint inventory will be conducted between the PM UAS 
and the receiving entity to document ail items being transferred.. 

c. PM UAS is responsible for tranferring the Unmanned Aerial Vehicles, to include 
associated equipment, to agencies to be previously determined and will inform this 
office of any changes to transfers. 

d. PM UAS wiii provide the Life Cycle Contractor Support (LCCS) contractor 
authorization to ship the vehicles and associated equipment to a final location.
